Selectmen again flush Melmark bid for sewer 


School to pay for septic 


By Brian Davidson 

Any hopes Melmark New England offi- 
cials had of getting their school for autistic 
children hooked up to sewer lines went 
down the tubes Monday. Selectmen unani- 
mously denied a request to reverse an earlier 
decision that requires the school being creat- 
ed at 459 River Road to install a septic tank 

“We went through this seven or eight 
months ago,” said Selectman Alex Vispoli 
“We looked at what the [2004] Town Meet- 
ing vote was, and Town Meeting put a 
restriction on that entire property. We decid 
ed to leave the vote alone.” 

Andover’s 2004 Town Meeting gave 
selectmen authority to enter into an intermu- 
nicipal sewer agreement with Lowell and 
Tewksbury to allow development at 459 
River Road. But selectmen believe voters 
wanted to limit development in the area and 
insisted that two restrictions be placed 


affecting the existing Christian Formation 
Center, and a proposed 10-lot affordable 
housing subdivision that Ed Doherty, a 
Tewksbury developer, plans to build next 
door. Selectmen pushed to restrict the 
amount of water each development could 
use. They also sought a property deed 
restricuon. The sewer agreement stalled 
When the Franciscan group that owned the 
formation center and owns additional land 
refused to allow a deed restriction on the 
land it will still own. Melmark argued that 
the deed restriction applied only to the for 
mation center property 

Selectmen ruled that Melmark could 
either install a septic system or call a Special 
Town Meeting to vote on bringing sewer to 
only the Christian Formation Center and the 
10-lot subdivision

NDOVER OFFICIALS will meet with the new St. 

Augustine principal to figure out how to provide 
a crossing guard at the downtown parochial school. 
The meeting is needed, but this is an issue that should 
have been resolved before the school year began. 

Having elementary school-age children crossing 
the road at the busy intersection of Central and Chest- 
hut streets is a clear safety issue. The town had paid 
for a crossing guard at St. Augustine School for more 
than 30 years. If anything, the intersection is busier 
now than it ever was. The Andover Public Schools 
simply made a financial decision to cut an $11,685 
item that would not affect public school services. The 
former St. Augustine principal was informed of the 
cut in the spring, but it seems the news is coming as a 
surprise to many St. Augustine parents as the school 
year begins. 

The public and private school each played a role in 
creating this problem and together they must find a 
quick solution. The public school system had offered 
to handle the administration required to oversee a 
crossing guard and that is the least the town should 
do. While having a crossing guard is a needed safety 
measure, if the town does pay for it again, it is best to 
do so within the school department's more-than-$55 
million budget. Because of police contracts, if the 
police department pays for it, the position will be 
more expensive for the town, according to Police 
Chief Brian Pattullo. Another possible solution: the 
town's Senior Citizen Real Estate Property Tax Work- 
off Program, which allows seniors to work 100 hours 
in exchange for a $600 tax break. 

A crossing guard must be hired before the weather 
turns foul. St. Augustine can limp along with volun- 
leer crossing guards for a short time, but it needs a 
paid guard to ensure someone will be available during 
cold, wet and slippery days. Those are the days when 
a crossing guard is needed the most.

Between the 7th and 16th 
centuries, a series of critical 
encounters around the Mediter- 
ranean helped shape the “‘con- 
temporary geography of belief.”

Long drawn to the “kaleido- 
scope of cultures, creeds and 
traditions on display around the 
inland sea,’ O'Shea wanted to 
explore the curious religious 
landscape on the Mediter- 
ranean’s shores.

Seven battles, from Syna to 
Spain, reveal how the violence 
escalated over the course of a 
millennium. Though 
the initial clashes (at 
Yarmuk and Poitiers 
when the Muslim 
armies made their first 
bold inroads) were 
awkward, the 
faiths became truly 
entrenched in a holy 
war between the I 1th 
13th centuries 
(with turning points at 
Manzikert, Hattin, Las 
Navas de Tolosa) 

By the 1500s, two conclud- 
ing altercations (at Constantino- 
ple and Malta) put the finishing 
touches on the divide, and sug- 
gested that commerce, not just 
religion, would color future dis- 
agreements. 

But Sea of Faith demon- 
strates that this “sibling rivalry” 
was not always so cutthroat 
Long stretches of cooperation 
and coexistence (what the 
Spanish termed convivencia) 
separated the dramatic clashes 
of the Middle Ages — centered 
in particular in Umayyad Cor- 
doba, Christian Toledo, Nor- 
man Palermo, and Ottoman 
Constantinople.

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The Paper Store: Andover’s news deliverer 


In 1927, Henry “Pop” 
Wilson and his son Roy 
bought a newspaper distrib- 
ution business and store 
from the estate of Omar P. 
Chase. Mr. Chase had died 
a few months before and 
the business was named 
after him. The new owners 
changed the name to the 
more descriptive “Andover 
News Company.” However, 
the store was so commonly 
called “The Paper Store,” 

n Mr. Chase’s time, that the Wilsons had 
that name put on the sign above their door. The 
Wilsons owned the business, which was located 
at 54 Main St., for 30 years. During that time, 
hundreds of boys, this columnist being one, 
worked for them delivering papers

\s you entered The Paper Store you'd see the 
Whole retail operation. Straight ahead, only a few 
steps from the entrance, was the back of the store. 
vhich was a big magazine rack. If you looked 
carefully, behind the rack you'd see a long table: 
this was where paperboys picked up the papers. 
The right wall of the store was filled with school 
supplies. On the back of the left side was the 
small business office. The left front was the 
retail operation, a counter with 
newspapers (Boston alone had three 
papers then), the racing sheet for Rockingham 
Park, and a cash register. The racing sheet attract- 
ed customers driving to bet on the horses at 
Rockingham, in Salem, N.H. Before Interstate

As you left the store, to 
tI ( of the door you faced a big, red Coke 
with a built-in bottle opener. It was hard 
pass the machine without buying a cold drink. 
The Paper Store was a place that felt used and 
comlortable, like an extension of your own home. 
Members of the Wilson family, especially Pop 
Wilson, a polite, pleasant man, worked behind 
the counter. Their longtime employee, Eva 
Muise, served in a duel role as bookkeeper and 
store clerk. She was a very nice lady, who obvi- 
ously loved kids. Mrs. Muise lived on Park Street 
just above Pittman’s Lumber Yard (going up Park 
Street, Pittman’s was located where the last com-

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mercial building is). After she retired, she’d often 
sit on her front porch and talk to folks who knew 
her. Her son Mike Muise was Andover’s tax col- 
lector for many years. 

A lot of us were not only customers of the 
store, we were present, former, or future employ- 
ees — paperboys. Before we got one of those cov- 
eted jobs, we'd have to wait until someone else 
“retired” from delivering the morning papers. 
Paperboys had bicycles with big baskets to hold 
the papers. Most of us folded them for throwing 
before we started our routes. As you became 
experienced, you learned your route by heart, 
knowing which house received which paper, and 
you'd hardly ever stop your bicycle during the 
enure route. We were taught to deliver the paper 
onto the front porch or stoop, and we were pretty 
good at that. Our aim improved with our experi- 
ence. On occasion, especially if we got the papers 
late for some reason and we had to rush, we 
might miss a few porch shots, but that was the 
exception, not the rule. 

The ultimate paperboy was Alan Wilson, son 
and grandson of the owner. Alan, with whom I 
spoke at length before putting this column 
together, grew up near downtown at 9 Avon St. 
He was captain of baseball at Punchard High in 
1952, and I used to enjoy watching him hit; he 
had a fine swing. Alan not only delivered papers 
but swept the floor and filled in behind the 
counter when needed. He told me about his least- 
fond memory of the business. Every Sunday at 3 
a.m. he'd hear the words: “Son, it’s time to go 
meet the mail train.” Alan and his Dad, who han- 
dled the newspaper operations, would meet the 
3:30 train. One of the cars was filled only with 
newspapers. Alan and his Dad would load up the 
store's truck and bring the bundles back to the 
store. There, they'd slide them down a chute into 
the basement where four men, who worked only 
on Sunday mornings, waited to help the Wilsons 
put together the Sunday editions, which came in 
several unsorted sections. It was a lot of work that 
had to be done quickly to be ready for delivery. 

On the longest paper routes, in the more rural 
areas of town, papers were delivered by truck. 
Alan’s Dad would drive the vehicle with two 
boys, one standing on each side runner. Alan was 
often one of those boys. As they approached a 
house, his father would hand one of the paper- 
boys a newspaper to deliver to the nearest house 
Given that his family owned the business. 

Alan was, no doubt, the longest serv ing paper- 
boy in Andover’s history. He went into the Ait 
Force right after he graduated from high school

the former home of the Andover Townsman. 


and served during the Korean War. He quipped to 
me that it was nice to be able to sleep until 6 a.m. 
while he was in the service. Alan came home a 
Short time before his father died in 1957. His 
grandfather died soon after in the same year. His 
grandmother sold the store a short time later. 

I think Alan wished he'd been able to take 
over the store, but it didn’t work out that way. He 
retired from a career in the Postal Service a few 
years ago, and he and his wife Jane have three 
grown daughters and seven grandchildren. He 
and Jane remain Townies and walk around the 
downtown area almost every day. Many of you 
will remember Alan’s brother 
Roy, who has passed away, and 
his sister Delight, who retired to 
Florida. 

The Paper Store was sold to 
Ken Thompson, also a local 
guy, who eliminated the news- 
papers and expanded the rest of 
the operations, eventually 
adding more office equipment 
and furniture. 

At first, he extended the

Windows of opportunity - 
and remember your E’s and U’s

If eyes are the windows to 
the soul, then windows are the 
soul of the home. That's what 
you'd conclude after speaking to 
Paul Pezzi, a man with a passion 
for windows. 

Pezzi points out that while 
proud homeowners invest time, 
creative energy, and even extra 
money on choosing aesthetically 
and architecturally pleasing win- 
dow designs, we too often leave 
choices about the precision and 
performance of the panes to our 
contractors. And that may be a 
painful mistake, according to 
Pezzi, division manager of 
Champion of Boston North 

He explains that Massachu- 
Setts requires new and replace- 
ment windows to have a .34 and 
below U-factor, but you may 
have a contractor who buys a less 
regulated product in New Hamp- 
shire, which allows for a higher 
U-factor.

So with the Farmer’s Almanac 
recently predicting that we're in 
lor a bone-chilling cold season 
and with sky-rocketing energy 
costs, perhaps it’s time to take 
advantage of this “window of 
opportunity” over the next couple 
of months and consider investing 
in replacement windows 

However there is another 
vowel to get educated about: “E.”
